The smallest villages consist of a few hundred 
people and one of the locations they found about 10,000 inhabitants. Fruits and vegetables are in ample and 
are being bought fresh every day as most of the villagers do not have refrigerators or freezers. Papua New 
Guinea is one of the most diverse regions of the planet due to its topography. The isolated mountain ranges 
are the home of flora and fauna that cannot be seen anywhere else. The lowlands are jungles with land 
which is not so different from Southeast Asia. However, animals are often surprisingly different than that 
of Southeast Asia.

Gibson, J. (1998, August 13) from 1986 to 1996 the depth and severity of poverty increased during this 
period, in the main urban area of Papua New Guinea, this represents the increase in income inequality. 

(Gibson, J., & Rozelle, S) Poor areas have fewer infrastructures and people in those areas may benefit if 
investment flows happen. The investment in the infrastructure can create a favorable path for the low 
income groups. 

Bein, F. L., Wagner, J., & Wilson, J. (2007) The village of Kamiali is a community who engage 
themselves in gardening and consists of fishermen, Kamiali which is located 80 km south-southeast of the 
coast of the city of Lae, PNG. In the Kamiali Village the villager uses only 5% of their total area of 200 Sq. 
miles for agricultural activities. 

Imai, K., & Eklund, P. A. (2008, June) The results of applying the Heckman model suggest that: (1) 
autonomous Mothers’ Groups are more efficient in improving child nutritional status in the weight-for-age 
measure than those externally supported; and (2) higher maturity of these groups is associated with lower 
occurrence of underweight. Support for existing autonomous women's organizations is a particularly 
important intervention at the PNG; Governance with little trust in fonnal institutions and the modest 
extension of services remain problems for large segments of the rural population. With a minimum of 
government services and social protection, membership in "friendly" societies can reduce the vulnerability 
of those who are already poor to multidimensional risks. Women’s informal associations in villages are a 
common instrument for insurance and mutual protection in most rural societies in developing countries. 
They members mobilize savings for consumption and facilitate the search for cooperative solutions to 
improve livelihood systems. However, we know little about the strengths and weaknesses of these 
organizations in the fight against vulnerability. More knowledge is sought about the mechanisms and 
impact of women's organizations in poverty reduction. 

Fitzpatrick, P. (2015, November 26) stated that drug and alcohol abuse in Papua New Guinea is a major 
problem. With the abuse of the drugs and alcohol other issues becomes endemic in the nation. 

(Chen, P. C., Johnson, F. Y., & Taufa, T) In their research work Societal and health aspects of 
psychoactive drug abuse in Papua New Guniea stated that alcohol has become a part and parcel of the 
urban and modern life style population in PNG. Cannabis uses are wide spreading particularly among the 
male youth. It is stated in the year 1985, 45 arrest was done with reference to drug related case by “Royal 
Papua New Guinea Constabulary” but in the duration from 1985 to 1996 it rose to 1444. In the Boroko 
District Court from 1995 -1997, various charges with reference to various drug related issues with respect 
to the age group are, 48% of adolescence was of age 10-19 yrs., 30% are of age 20-24 yrs., and 22% are 
above 25 yrs.

The markets are a significant attraction for tourists; along with local foods, arts and crafts are often exhibit¬ 
ed and can be purchased at reasonable prices. Some of the exhibits are traditional carvings and beads, tradi¬ 
tional and contemporary paintings on canvases, and traditionally woven baskets and serving trays. The 
tourist-oriented markets usually take place once a month in the larger cities. 

Diving 

PNG is one of the best diving destinations in the world as it has one of the healthiest coral reef systems on 
the planet. In addition to a variety of reef sites, there are numerous shipwrecks and planes from the Second 
World War, which offer many wrecking opportunities. Some of the best dive sites are West New Britain 
(Kimbe Bay), Kavieng, Madang, Alotau, Tufi and East New Britain (Rabaul). The capital of PNG is Port 
Moresby which also offers diving destinations. Many of the dive sites are easily accessible by day boat trip. 

Surfing 

Surfing can be enjoyed all-round the year. The south side of PNG includes places like Hula Beach (100 km 
from Port Moresby), Milne Bay, Bougainville and East New Britain, which can be surfed from June to 
September. In the north of PNG the surfing season starts from mid-October to the end of April. Few of the 
major surfing spots are Madang, Wewak and Kavieng. It has a reputation for having the most consistent 
waves in Papua New Guinea. 
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Hiking/T rekking 

The most famous trail in Papua New Guinea is the Kokoda Track; the track was the location of the 1942 
World War II battle between Japanese and allied - primarily Australian forces. Another popular hike is 
Mount William, the highest mountain in Papua New Guinea. Other trails include the rough Bulldog and 
Black Cat Tracks. 

Transport 

Transport in Papua New Guinea is severely limited by mountainous terrain. The capital, Port Moresby, is 
not connected to other major cities by road, and many mountain villages can only be reached by air or on 
by foot. Air transport is an important transport route for the transport of people in Papua New Guinea. Air 
traffic opened the country at the beginning of the colonial era. To date, the two largest cities, Port Moresby 
and Lae, are directly connected only by aircraft. The country's largest airport is Jackson International 
Airport at Port Moresby. 

The Sepik River 

The Sepik River is one of the largest rivers in PNG and local people have lived on the river for many 
millennia. The tribes along the river are known for their extraordinary sculptures and the crocodile cult, 
including a ritual to cut the crocodile-like structures in the bodies of young men. The history of the Sepik 
region reflects the influence of missionaries, merchants, labor agents and administrators over the years. 
Here the river and crocodiles, humans and nature have learned to live in mutual respect. The Sepik River is 
world famous for the quantity and quality of its wood carvings and for the impressive architecture of its 
House Tambarans - Ghost Houses. Traditionally, art was created in Sepik at the service of myths and 
rituals. The ghost houses were adorned with shields, faces of ancestors, mythical creatures and spirits of 
nature, whose images are crafted or drawn in the masks. 

Mount Wilhelm 

Mt. Wilheim (4509 meters) is located in the eastern highlands. Mt. Wilheim or Enduwa Kombuglu or 
Kombugl'o Dimbin at 4,509 meters is the highest mountain in Papua New Guinea. It is part of the 
Bismarck Range and the summit is the point where three provinces, Simbu, Jiwaka and Madang, meet. The 
mountain is located on the island of New Guinea, which includes Papua New Guinea and the Indonesian 
province of Papua. It is surpassed by Puncak Jaya, 4,884 m (16,024 ft), and several other peaks in 
Indonesia Papua. It can be said that Mt. Wilheim is the highest mountain in Oceania (including Australia 
and New Zealand) as Indonesia is partly in Asia. A list of Seven Summits sometimes includes Mount 
Wilhelm. 

Kokoda Track 

The Kokoda Trail or Track is a one-foot path that travels 96 kilometers (60 miles) by land, 60 kilometers 
(37 miles) in a straight line, through the Owen Stanley Range in Papua New Guinea. The route was the 
scene of the battle of the Second World War of 1942 between the Japanese and allied forces, mainly 
Australian, in the then Australian Papuan Territory. The route extends from the comer of Owers in the 
Central Province, 50 kilometers east of Port Moresby, on a rugged and walkable terrain to the town of 
Kokoda in the province of Oro. It reaches a height of 2,190 meters (7,185 feet) when it comes to the top of 
Mount Bellamy. The route passes mainly through the land of the people of Mountain Koiari. The climatic 
conditions range from hot and humid days with extremely cold nights to torrential rains. Hiking usually 
takes four to twelve days. The fastest time recorded is 16 hours 34 minutes. 

Black Cat Track 

The Black Cat Track or Trail is an approximate land trail in the Morobe province, Papua New Guinea. It 
extends from the village of Salamaua on the Huon Gulf coast, south of the mountains to the municipality of 
Wau. Although the trip is difficult, it became a travel destination for international hikers in the 21st 
century. 

Goroka Show 

The Goroka Show is an important cultural event in Papua New Guinea (PNG). It is also the oldest annual 
cultural festival in Papua New Guinea, which attracts thousands of tourists each year during the celebration 
of the country's Independence day. The Goroka Show 2018 is expected to take place from September 14 to 
16 in the city of Goroka in the Eastern Highlands. 

The aim of the Goroka Show is to provide the eastern highlands with the best cultural entertainment 
and to give visitors the feeling of being at home. The Goroka Show takes place every year on the 
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weekend closest to Independence Day and is the most famous tribal and cultural event in Papua New 
Guinea. More than 100 tribes participate in the event, which includes extraordinary "songs": traditional 
songs, dances and ritual perfonnances. Production of the Goroka Show began in 1957 and was initiated and 
organized by Australian patrol officers locally known as "kiaps". The kiapas of each area built their typical 
houses of their neighborhoods, showing the different and unique cultures of the people who live there. The 
show creates an entertaining atmosphere for all the residents of the province and assists people to find 
uniqueness in their differences. 

Culture 

The culture of Papua New Guinea is very diverse, which is reflected by the existence of more than 800 
languages in the country. The researcher witnessed and observed various styles of cultural expression, such 
as carving, dancing, singing, ornamentation, architecture and varies widely throughout the country. To 
unite the nation, the Tok Pisin language, once called Neo-Melanesian (or Pidgin English), has become the 
lingua franca, the medium through which dissimilar linguistic groups communicate in parliament, the news 
media and other places.

• Who are sexually assaulted, rape or murdered by locals, should be dealt with according to the law of 
PNG 

• Should get a security pass when entering into the country 

• Should get approval/confirmation from the Tourism Department 

• Should always feel free during their visitation within the country 

• This apply to the local citizen for the protection of the tourists who visit the country

RECOMMENDATION 

Fitzpatrick, P. (2015, November 26) stated that drug and alcohol abuse in Papua New Guinea is a 
major problem. With the abuse of the drugs and alcohol other issues becomes endemic in the nation. 
(Chen, P. C., Johnson, F. Y., & Taufa, T) in their research work Societal and health aspects of 
psychoactive drug abuse in Papua New Guniea stated that alcohol has become a part and parcel of the 
urban and modem life style population in PNG. Cannabis uses are wide spreading particularly among the 
male youth. It is stated in the year 1985, 45 arrest was done with reference to drug related case by Royal 
Papua New Guinea Constabulary but in the duration from 1985 to 1996 it rose to 1444. In the Boroko 
District Court from 1995 -1997, various charges with reference to drug related issues are, 48% of 
adolescence was of age 10-19 yrs., 30% are of age 20-24 yrs., and 22% are above 25 yrs. are being charged 
with reference to drug related issues, thereby it is recommended that if drugs, Cannabis and alcohol abuse 
can be control by the Government body, Public body and the private body then there is a possibility for 
further good health of the physical body as well as the economic sustainability of the family as well as of 
the country. 

LIMITATIONS OF THE STUDY 

The actual scope of the study is wide but it is being narrowed down to PNG alone and specific to 
sustainable tourism only. 
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CONCLUSION 

Tourism can become a major economic booster in PNG with the implementation of tourism policy for the 
safety and security of the tourists. The PNG tourist Security policy states that if any local commits or 
attempts to commit criminal offences against a tourist, he or she will be automatically punished 
accordingly. There is a possibility of sustainable tourism in PNG if considerable steps are being taken by 
the government, public body or private body; it is observed that PNG have a very strong policy for the 
safety of tourists, thereby visitors and tourist can trust the system and the PNG tourism board can consider 
to take further steps forward by implementing the proposed model BTPM (Basic Training, Tourist cottage, 
Promotion & Marketing) for sustainable tourism which will enhance the livelihood of the local citizen, the 
living standard will enhance and economy will develop with the generation of income. 
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
